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THE LAS VEGAS & TONOPAH RAILROAD 


During 1902-03, while construction was underway on 
the SP,LA&SL, gold and silver ore was discovered ‘it the 
west central Nevada camps of Tonopah. Goldfield and 
Beatty. The news of this most prolific strike since the 
Comstock spread swiftly, and men rushed to the area. By 
1904, gold fever had spread to nearby Bullfrog and 
Rhy olite. 


William A. Clark arrived on the scene early. While the 


senator purchased a number of claims, it was only natural 
that his interests would lead to the construction of a 
railway into the district. On September 22. 1905, following 
several skirmishes with other would-be promoters like 
Francis “Borax” Smith and Tasker L. Oddie, Clark and 
his associates organized The Las Vegas & Tonopah 
Railroad, under the laws of Utah, in order to build north 
from Las Vegas to the camps. 
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Engineer Arthur Maguire was placed in charge of 
construction and work commenced in January 1906. 
Grading and tracklaying proceeded rapidly, for the right- 
of-way passed through predominantly flat open desert, 
and Johnnie was reached by May 25th, Beatty on October 
22nd, and Rhyolite December 14th of the same year. The 
railroad was completed into Goldfield on October 27, 
1907. 

Unlike the Clark-sponsored Caliente & Pioche which 
was eventually merged into the Salt Lake Route, Harri- 
man showed no interest in the Las Vegas & Tonopah. 
Indeed, the whole affair was ill-timed. Just as the railroad 
neared completion, the nation plummeted into a financial 
panic. The gold camps began to decline almost as rapidly 
as they had appeared. The LV&T was caught in the 
middle. Barely able to cover its operating expenses in the 
early years, the LV&T was, by 1917, ready to suspend 
operations. The corporation was dissolved on October 
31, 1918 and its assets sold. The rails wound up in China. 
For more information on the Las Vegas & Tonopah and 
the gold camps of Nevada, David F. Myrick’s two volume 
work on the railroads of Nevada and eastern California is 
recommended reading.
